Students  Acquire 
Thorough  Training 

Mr.  W.  T.  Garrett  Heads 
Science  Department; 

Dr.  Mueller  Aids.

A  knowledge  of  the  biological 
sciences  is  necessary  not  only  for 
a  well-balanced  general  education 
but  also  for  a  better  understanding 
of  many  other  fields  of  learning, 
for  hobbies  and  for  understand¬ 
ing  the  human  organism. 

This  is  a  nrm  conviction  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  biology  department  at 
Northwest  Missouri  State  College 
as  well  as  modern  educators  every¬ 
where. 

More  than  40  students  at  the 
College  are  majoring  or  minoring  in 
biology.  Of  course  many  other  stu¬ 
dents  are  taking  biological  courses 
either  to  fulfill  certain  requirements 
for  other  fields  or  merely  to  "round 
out"  their  education. 

Department  Offers  Many  Courses 

Biology  courses  at  Northwest  State 
include  general  biology,  an  intro¬ 
ductory  course  for  students  who 
need  only  the  minimum  amount  of 
biological  science  for  their  degrees; 
general  zoology  and  botany,  stand¬ 
ard  laboratory  courses;  field  biology, 
a  study  of  local  plants  and  animals 
in  their  natural  environment;  and 
hygiene,  which  includes  physiology 
and  personal  and  community  health. 

More  advanced  studies  are  bacter¬ 
iology,  invertebrate  zoology  genetics, 
and  comparative  anatomy.  These 
courses  are  of  especial  interest  to 
home  economics,  agriculture,  soci¬ 
ology,  education,  and  chemistry  ma¬ 
jors  as  well  as  to  pre-medical,  pro- 
veterinary,  pre-dental,  pre-nursing, 
or  pre-forestry  students,  to  future 
laboratory  technicians,  pre-conser¬ 
vationists,  etc. 

Chairman  Garrett  Came  in  1927 

Chairman  of  the  biology  depart¬ 
ment  is  Mr.  W.  T.  Garrett,  who  has 
been  at  the  College  since  1927.  Prev¬ 
ious  to  that  he  taught  at  Arkansas 
College  in  Batesville,  Arkansas. 

Mr.  Garrett  is  a  graduate  of  West¬ 
minster  College  at  Fulton,  and  ob¬ 
tained  his  master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Chicago.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science,  the 
society  of  Sigma  XI,  which  is  a  na¬ 
tional  scientific  fraternity,  and  the 
Missouri  Academy  of  Science. 

At  the  College,  Mr.  Garrett  is  a 
sponsor  of  Phi  Sigma  Epsilon,  social 
fraternity. 


Belongs  to  Scientific  Groups 

Assisting  Mr.  Garrett  is  Dr.  Irene 
Mueller,  who  has  been  at  the  College 
for  seven  years.  Dr.  Mueller  is  a 
graduate  of  Nebraska  Central  Col¬ 
lege,  and  has  both  her  M.  A.  and 
Ph.  D.  degrees  from  the  University 
of  Nebraska. 

Dr.  Mueller  is  a  member  of  the 
society  of  the  Sigma  XI;  Sigma 
Delta  'Epsilon,  which  is  a  national 
scientific  fraternity  for  graduate 
women;  the  American  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science; 
and  the  Ecological  Society  of  Amer¬ 
ica.  She  is  a  sponsor  of  the  Student 
Christian  Association  at  the  College. 

Dr.  Mueller  is  also  adviser  on  cam¬ 
pus  plantings  at  the  College.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  many  new  trees 
and  shrubs  have  been  planted  under 
her  direction.  Perhaps  the  most  in¬ 
teresting  additions  are  the  2,000 
Multiflora  Rose  plants  which  were 
put  out  last  spring. 

Departmental  Aims  Are  Three 

The  aims  of  the  biology  depart¬ 
ment  are  to  provide  students  with 
biological  knowledge  for  their  gen¬ 
eral  education  and  health,  and  to 
give  a  background  for  specialized 
subjects  and  graduate  studies  and 
to  provide  training  for  future  teach¬ 
ers. 

The  biology  department  makes  a 
laboratory  of  the  whole  campus.  In 
this  respect.  Northwest  State  is  in¬ 
deed  lucky.  Long  known  for  its  beau¬ 
tiful  campus,  the  College  can  be 
proud  of  the  fact  that  approximately 
93  different  species  of  trees  are 
represented  in  its  collection. 

College  Pond,  besides  offering  rec¬ 
reational  and  Walk-out  Day  ad¬ 
vantages,  is  also  a  part  of  the  biology 
('laboratory."  It  offers  students  the 
opportunity  to  study  aquatic  plant 
and  animal  life,  and  is  continuously 
re-stocked  and  added  to  by  the  de¬ 
partment. 

Campus  Is  Laboratory 

Also  offering  limited  field  facili¬ 
ties  is  the  College  greenhouse.  There, 
students  may  observe  plant  life, 
much  of  which  is  not  native  to  this 
climate. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  previous  study 
several  biology  students  have  been 
introduced  to  a  new  hobby.  Becom¬ 
ing  interested  in  the  aquariums  of 
tropical  fish  in  the  laboratory,  they 
have  started  collections  of  their 
own.  • 

Kept  in  special  aquariums  in  the 
Quads,  Dorm,  or  wherever  the  stu¬ 
dents  stay,  in  water  that  is  thermo¬ 
statically  controlled,  these  fish  seem 
to  have  become  used  to  their  new 
environments  and  most  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  report  that  their  fish  collec¬ 
tions  are  progressing  satisfactorily.
